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PRACTICAL KDUCATION. 

Many thinking iiioii in ilitreroiit piiria 
of the worlil have couiu to the conclusion 
tiint cchu alion in tiiosodaysis not so prac- 
tical aa it oui,'ht to bo. The cbiUlroii un- 
der tin' presoiib system aro Uuglit many 
tliiui^s which it is neuessary for tliem to 
know, but there aro many other things, 
uiid those, too, of the lirst importance to 
tlioni in tlie buHiiiuas of their livea, of 
which they are almuat enliiely ij^'iiorant 
wlien they leave aclioul. CliiKlreii in the 
■.;i\-at iiiajority of achoula lire tinij,'lit hut 
not trained. Tlio iurttnaiiun they re- 
ceive ia almuat excluaividy liteiary in it.s 
niiliire. Tile brain is l.o a corlain extent 
cultivated, liut the tiaiiiiiiL; of the hand, 
the eye and tho eonatruotive fauully is al- 
muat wholly neghicled. Education is 
carried on in tlie primary schools with 
little Oi' no reference to the occupations 
which the pupils aro to follow. Although 
it is kuowu that to at least nine people 
out of ten skilful hands and trainod eyes 
aro necessary to their aucoeaa iu tlie busi- 
ness by which they earn tlieir bread, yet 
educatioiiof theliaiid iiiid eye formHiio part 
of the .ayateiii liy whicli cliildroii aro aiip- 
(lOHod lo bo proparuil fur the duties of life. 
Ooea it not seem ainoiilar that those who 
are to earn tlieii mvii living by the work <if 
their hands are not all at thu most 
impressionable period of their lives 
taught to labor to thu best advantage. It 
is seen, too, that in the industrial 
race in which all tho nations of 
the civilized world are ongagod 
the country whose population po8s«8ses 
the least akill will be sure to fall behind, 
ijeoiiii; then that it is t» the tnteruat of 
both the individual and the community 
that education should bo made more utili- 
tarian than it ban hitherto been, indus- 
trial Hchools are being oatablialied iu many 
countries. It has been fuund that both 
manual and intellectual trniiiing can be 
carriutl on in a school without injury to 
tho progress of tliu pupils iu their literary 
studies. Boys who are taught mechan- 
ical draiving and thu use of tools and >;irla 
who receive instruction in suwinj; and 
cooking in addition to the usual branches 
Uiiiglit in scliools, advance (juito us fast in 
their puridy literary studies iia those 
whose atudies are cuiiliiied to the ordinary 
curriculum. T'he varioly ivliieli tlie in- 
dustrial .syatciii gives to acdinol work i.s 
enlivening, ami i.lie boy or girl who has 
apiuit aomo time in luarniiig to work goes 
fo lii.s books with fre.sh /.est. The 
periods of lethargy and inattention w liich 
are so trying to the teacher under the or- 
dinary system seldom or never occur in 
uii industrial school. There are of course 
ditliculties in the way of making indus- 
trial flducation ({cncral, but they are far 
from being insurmountable. Its advan- 
tages are so up|iarunt and its iiecoBsity so 
pressing, that it i.i becoming every year 
more popular, and ex|)eriiiieiit in (!er 
many, l''ranci\ (iroat Ilrilaiii, tlie riiilt^d 
States and other countries baa proved that 
it ia fi'asilile. W'e liopc that the day Is 
not fur iliatant. wiieli o> ery boy and girl 
in the Dunihiiun of Canada who has any 
mechanical or artistic talent or any apli- 
tudu for practical work will receive in the 
public schools such instruction as will 
make that talent available both for the 
pupil himself or herself and for tho whole 
country. It is now abundantly clear 
that if Canada is to inaiiiUiiii a high place 
iu the industrial world, the hands as well 
as the heads of tho cliildron must be odu- 
cated. ^

The quiot old Indian village (>f James 
Bay, now the home of a iniaurablu ruin- 
iiaiit of a uiicu numerous race in tliu 
piouuor daya of the province, from 183ttt(i 
1858, witnesged desj>erHte eoiillielH between 
tlioiu aiitl the liydah aiul other populinja 
and iioworful triliea from tho north. Kleula 
of their splendid war canoes, maiiiieil \iy 
painted braveM, tilled tho beautiful harbor. 
Nuuibors woru alain on tho Victoria «hiiie 
iu full view- t>f the pioneer settlers, cluelly 
employees of thu tiudsuii'a Bay Oompany. 
But Sir Jainea Douglas was master of tlio 
situation. Of great i)hysical slrungtli hikI 
fuarleSB ooura^o, 1 h;ive SL-eii him, Hiiiil 
Will, ypenei,', for t-,ight yi'.ir« hia Imily- 
aurvant, puni.ih iIjimii iiL^hl and lefl witli 
no other weapi^ii tlian lu.s powiuful haiid.s 
Hiid lists, and iiuver an Indian ilareil re.si.tt. 
At his bidding, under esciirt of a Hritijii 
war ship, the bloodthirsty red iiieii, in 
185ti, sailed lin' I heir villanL'M live aoil »i\ 
hundred miles to the iiorthwunl. IC,-<(|ui- 
liuilt, on the huautiful harlmr of tliat 
name, with its naval station, diy 
doelts and caravansaries, four miles; 
Cioldstreain, X'ietoriu's favoiito outiui; 
Held, 11 miles; c banning !ShBWni);an Lal.i', 
28 miles; Koksilali, :t8; and Duncan's, uu 
the Cowichan River, 40 miles; with tlixir 
excellent trout fishing, are all delightful 
resorts. 

As we advanco thu fish and game iii- 
creaao, for VaiiiMuiver laland laa verittihlti 
sporlsnian'w paradise. Barrister McKlmen, 
of Nanaiuio, tlie Ninirod of tho Pucilic 
coast, tolls Mie that Lake yiiil'^JU"', 
miles, and C'omox River, 70 miles north, 
attbrd the best trout tiahing of any waters 
in this region, and that elk are numerous 
on the little t,>uilieMiii. Ki\(!r Niuiiiiiini 
also is n place of unich In.stdi ic iuteii'.st. 
Here stands tlie cild Dctau'i'ii hastion uruct- 
ed in IS^iii by the Hudson's l!:iy Company 
fur (lefeiieo against t he I ndians, and here 
also lives II. O. llorne, who can till a 
large vidunie with personal experience 
from those times, iinu-o seiis'itional than 
any romance. He was the liist white iiiuii 
til cross \'anc.niver l.ilaiid In the wost 
co.iat. Uu stood cliise lieslile Win u-wiii- 
cliuin, the head chief of ihe N.iiiaiino trilie, 
who after having been decoyetl to the him 
siloro wasshot by 7 Indians fnun tho iiorih. 
Thia was in rotaliatiuii for the cowardly 
murder » short tiiiio previous of two 
Uortlierii Indians by one of Chief Win a- 
win-cluirn's tribe. The .Naiiaimos then 
numbereil sixteen hundred wariicji's, 
Their lodges covered tlie slmrn of ilie 
beautiful harbor. They anil the (.'ow- 
iciians were the most ]iowerful of the 
auutherii tribes, and fearing none but I lie 
terrible Hydalis from the Queen CIiai l.iiiL^ 
Islands, who, sometimes otH.) stmui;, in 
their great war canoes swept the entire 

coast down to |tlio .Straits i,f .hmii do 
Fuca. But their coiiinion enemy, the 
aiuall-pox, raged with fe.'irful viidence in 
nearly every triljc between Victoria and 
Alaska, vaiKiui.shing the weak and strong 
alike, nearly exterminating whole villages. 
The Nanaimos alone lost ttver (i(K), tiieir 
bonea still whitening Protection Islaiid, 
upon the shore of which they wore lefl 
to die by their terrified relations. 

AN INDIAN mother's DEVOTIO.V. 

On tho shore of the bay, a little way 
below their now nearly deseiled village, 
is tho present burial ground of (he Naimi- 
mos. In the midst of the graves 1 miis 
attracted by a white marble slab, '•In 
memory of (Jaltimde, daughter of Bob 
(Juamen, bead chief of Indian tribe of 
Nanuiino, died May 10, 1881!, aged 22 
years." While transcribing the record, an 
aged Indian woman stopped near niu, 
carrying a basket full >•{ the piiiest while 
broken sea shells, wh.nii I had jias-sed 
guthei-ing, and carefully iis.iorLiiig them 
op the sea beach .She poured tlieiii into a 
barrel already more than half full, and 
uncovered a box containing nearly as 
many more. She told me, with iini.il 
touching laiiientations, that she was the 
poor mother of flaltnade, and woulil lovui 
lior grave all over with the whit e sea shells. 

The "< )ecidental," elose to Ihe railway 
station, is the jiopuhir hotel of Nanainn . 
The proprietor, familiarly known us .Sam- 
uel ia, not only, as he says, a total abstainer 
from wafer, but has a remarkable record 
in other respects. Abandoned by his dis- 
heartened companions >-n raiilr to Caribo.p 
in 1858. be subsisted for live davs on fro;>s, 
muss and gr".ss, reached the mines ami 
cleaned u\i §1700 in shining gold the fol 
lowing t hree days. On another exjieditioii, 
he met lace to face on the banks of the 
Fraser a wild naked Indian, who tried to 
kill litHi with a bow and arrow, when 
finally a bullet from Samuel's revolver 
permanently stayed the savage hand.

Tsinni. pilar, coimiiit t.'d for trial on the 
ch.argi! of miirderiiig tli.' Indian liny 
,\loyae. The Hope reached lles.pioil on 
W'cdnosday <if last week, and the pri.soner 
w.is arrested while at supper the aaiiie 
c!vening. It was necessary to send the 
Hope to Nootka Sound for a couple of 
im|iortant witnessea. Tho examinntion 
took Jilace in the MiaHioii H.niae, and 
Fathur Brabnnl reii.lered invaluable iia- 
sistance by acl.iug as interpreter anil in 
lit lier ways aasial ilii: 1 he ant lioril ii!a. Thi! 
iidorni.ition waa sworn out by Chief 
rdooinliold, Mild tlio proceedings coiidueted 
by Supt. Iloyuratt. Twelve witncaaes al 
together were exuiiiiiiod, and the fact that 
I he prisoner lia.l nialiciuiialy chokt^d the 
li y to de.illi w.is clearly eatabliahed. 
Tiie pn leeediugs were wat.'lieil with gr.'at 
inli!roal by the large iiunib.u' of Indi.ina 
present, and great reaiiect was slniwii to 
the olbi'iala who wore Hilcli fine nnif irma.
